“YOUR TEETH”: 


THE FIFTY-TWO TEETH

| Every normal person will have in 
his lifetime fifty-two teeth, as many 
teeth as there are weeks in the year. 

There are twenty teeth in the tem- 
porary set and thirty-two in the per- 
manent set. In each jaw the tempor- 
ary teeth will consist of two central 
incisors, two lateral incisors, two cus- 


pids, two first molars and two second 
molars. 
There are no bicuspid teeth and no 


third molars in the temporary, set; 
these ‘Are found only in the permanent 
teeth: 

Nature’s method of erupting or cut- 
ting the teeth is peculiar. 

; The temporary teeth in baby’s jaws 
‘are developed in a little groove just 
like planting corn in a furrow in the 
field. 

| These little teeth have the enamel 
formed first and then the roots. The 
teeth do not begin tq erupt until a 
bony covering is grown from the edges 
‘of the developmental groove complete- 
ly over the tops of the baby teeth. 

Then as soon as this job is com- 
plete, nature at once begins to absorb 
the layer of bone so recently grown 
over the tops of these teeth and pres- 
ently the teeth, with the ald of blood 
pressure, push their way through bone 
and-gum into the mouth. 

The permanent. teeth form more 

deeply in the jaw and of course as 
they are more perfect, they form 
more slowly: 
When all of the baby teeth are in 
‘place the little jaws are literally 
crowded with teeth; twenty in place 
in the mouth, and thirty-two more or 
less developed teeth yet concealed be- 
neath the bone, 

Does it not seem good’ judgment to 
take care of the permanent teeth so 
that abscesses will not. form. about 
‘their roots? Just think of the dam- 
lage that infection from baby teeth can 
do to those crowded little jaws. 

There are no other bones in the 
‘body-that have other organs develop- 
ing within them, 

Only the jaw bones have, in ‘a life- 
time, fifty-two holes punched in them 
by nature to accommodate fifty-two 
additional organs. A healthy jaw has 
as much work to do as it can handle 
without adding to its burden infection 
that can be prevented,

Thirty or forty years ago the North- 
West Mounted Police force were 
known socially as royal entertainers.

Hospitality was 
spelled in lettgra 10 feet high. 

Every winter, practically speaking, 
from ‘76 to '96 to tho writer's person- 
al knowledge tho police at Regina 
(from '82), Fort Walsh, Fort, Qu’Ap- 
pelle, Battleford, Prince Albert,. Fort 
McLeod, Calgary, Fort Saskatchewan, 
Maple Creek, annually gave’a banquet 
and ball, the cost of which varied 
from $1,500. to $3,000, according to 
the .strength of the divisions and 
where stationed—in one instance at 
Fort McLeod the orchestra was im- 
ported from Winnipeg.

TREE PLANTING ON FARMS, ; 

There is a movement'on now throughout the British Empire, 
the object of which is to stimulate and encourage the planting of 
trees, not only to reforest the waste places on a large scale, but also 
to have a grove on every farm. The latter is especially applicable 
to the prairie provinces of Western Canada. ' 5 

During the war Great Britain was aroused to the need of ade- 
quate timber supplies within the Empire, and she is now making 
an effort to create an improvement over conditions as they were 
found in the midst of the war. 

An Empire forestry conference was called. At this Canada 
was represented, and as a result of it a definite planting program 
has been entered upon throughout the Empire, : : 

This is a matter which should not be lost sight of by prairie 
farmers. They should become interested in it, if not from a na- 
tional standpoint at least from a personal point of view, and even 
in this way be doing their bit in a broader sense. — 

In dealing with this side of the question Mr. Ross, of the Do- 
minion forestry nursery, Indian Head, says: 

In the case of two prairie farms of equal size and fertility, one 
without trees and the other sheltered with belts of trees, there is no 
doubt the farm with trees is worth several thousand dollars more 
than the bare one. This is not only on the score of sentiment and 
comfort but because of the increased financial return. 

Many of the species which can be used on the prairies are very 
rapid growers, for example, cottonwood, willow, Russian- poplar, 
and Manitoba maple. It is safe to say that wood large enough fo: 
fuel can be grown from any of these trees within six years. After 
that time a plantation will increase in value and productiveness 
year by year and will prove one of the best investments on the farm

You ask for an opinion as to the 
probable auccess of the present cam 
paign for greater pork production and 
especially greater bacon production. 

Before venturing to comply with 

your request, I will mention some of 
the things which are certain to pre 
yont success or at least reduce the de 
gree of success, that might otherwise 
be attained. 
» One is an unfavorable season such 
as that which followed the campaign 
for greater bacon production in the 
autumn of 1917 and the winter of 1918. 
A season such ‘as that, when drought 
destroyed most of the crop in the 
south must of necessity bé followed 
by large numbers of hogs coming to 
the market unfinished and unfit for 
the export bacon trade.

gree whether or not Western Canada
